IMPERIALISM ON ROPES. 


Wilson’s Policies in 


Indorsement in Changed Ideals. 


World Affairs Find 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 


ONDON, Muy 19.-The Lioyd 
George government came into 
political life as art bxponent of 
the knock-out policy. During the 
last few days there has been strik- 
ing evidence of a change in policy, 
that the severnment has decided to 
follow a moderate course, something 
closély approaching the line taken 
by President Wilson in contradis- 


tinction to that taken by Premier 
Clemenceau. 

America is now wielding an in- 
fluence which few Americans can 
appreciate. That influence is large- 
ly responsible for the changed atti- 
tude of the British government. 
American anti-submarine weapons, 
American tonnage, American sup- 
plies of food and raw material, 
American money, and above every- 
thing else, American soldiers, have 
abeat unity between t 

n tates and Britain which is 
increasing daily, 

WILSON INDORSED. 


The masses of neither country 
appreciate the extent of this co- 
operation, but their leaders do and 
are acting accordingly. Arthur Bal- 
four’s speech in Parliament was a 
mighty strong indorsement 6f Presi- 
dént Wilson's policy toward the 
Central Powers. Lord Robert Ce- 
cil's reference to Ryasia went a long 
way in support of Wilson's attitude 
toward the Far East. Gen. Smopts’s 
statement of war airs in which he 
sald that Britain wanted no indem- 
nity, no annexations and no crush - 
ing of Germany, was the most mod- 
erate government utterance in 
months. 

George Barne's suggestion for the 
formation of a league of nations 
showed the government's Gestre to 
work with President Wilson. This 
is the most encouraging feature of 
the war. 

Either the Lioyd George rovern- 
ment has been badly misunderstood 
or.it has revised its policy. Impe- 
rialisem has suffered a knockout. 
The British Imperialists, the French 
Imperialists, the Italian Imperialists 
and the Japanese Imperialists can 
find little nourishment in recent 
British governmental! utterances. 


GREATER CO-OPERATION. 


All that ts fo a good cause. It 
means less friction and greater An- 
Slo-Saxon co-operation, both of 
which are highly essential to an Al- 
lied victory. 

I understand that Italy has signed 
& new treaty which puts her war 
aime on an absolutely defensibie 
ground whether considered mate- 
rially or morally. In what I have 
said no reflection on the policy of 
Premier Clemenceau, is intended. 
The French Premier has sroken dis- 
Pargingly of the league of nations, 
he has preached war to the utmost, 
force without stint and a closed door 
to negotiations. 

But France has no greater patriot, 
the Allies have no leader with 
greater courage. Clemenceau is one 
of the strongest of assets to the A)- 
Hance. It is no reflection to atate 
that Clemenceau is ah imperializt. 
He has grown old in public life. He 
has experiences tn secret diplomacy. 


He knows the strength and, weak- 
nesses. What some call ideals, he 
considers new-fangled follies. Be- 


cause he is a materialist and 
measures successes by old atandards, 
he is a powerful opponent of the 
German militarista and as such his 
counsel is worth much. 
OPPORTUNE MINUTE. 

The British spokesmen have se- 
lected an opportune moment to 
open their moderate campaign. 
The great German military offensive 
is imminent. Parliament has ad- 
journed for a ten-day recess. The 
warm s mer days when the toil 
and strain of war becomes terribly 
irksome are at hand. The British 
government is getting its house in 
order. 

There is danger that Americans 
may consider this cireige in policy 
a weakening of the will to war, but 
those who have faith in President 
Wilson's determination need not 
worry so long as Britathh and Ameri- 
Ca work together. 

The German militarists and their 
junker supporters will «et no en- 
couragement from the Britisb 
statesmen. They must prefer to have 
them talk about crushing Germany, 
Strangling her economically, divid- 
ing her territorially. To force their 
ideals on the world to vindicate 
right and justice calls for jus as 
much will and determination. No 
nation will yleld so long as it be-j 
it ts fighting for ite existence 
and for’ right and justice. No im- 
perialistic campaign will hold a peo- ! 
ple together long in the fourth year 
of the war. 

The Alliance ts growing stronger 
éaily.

The new movement to place Mex- 
feo im the ranks with the United 
States, England, France and the 
other Allies is being directed by 
Gen. David de la Fuente, formerly 
commandant of the Nationa! Mili- 
tary College at Chapultepec, City of 
Mexico. He its now making his 
Readauarters in San Anionio. In 
@iscussing the situation he said: 
INTERESTS CLOSELY LINKED. 


“The commercial interests of 
Mexico and the United States are 
ge closely bound together that the 
prosperity or disaster of one means 
the prosperity or disaster of the 
other. 

“Then we are particularly inter- 
ested in America’s knowing that 
the majority of the thinking people

UNBEATABLE RECORD? 


Whatever may be said for or 
against the public school as an in- 
stitution of democracy, it cannot be 
Genied that the school stands for 
unanimity of effort, that it is a sym- 
bol of co-operation and that the re- 
sults achieved in any given direction 
of usefulness are invariably satis- 
factory. 

As an instance of this fact, take 
the war work record of the Fast 
Fourteenth - street intermediate 
school, It has ar enroliment of 800 
pupils, none of them more than 17 
years of age. The girlies’ sewing and 
knitting department of the Junior 
Red Cross, in the last two months, 
has turned out 140 sweaters, 21 
pairs of wristiets, 10 pairs of socka, 
2 blankets, 75 petticoats, 35 chil- 
dren's dresser, 540 nightgowns, 25 
caps, 70 chemises, 75 bandages and 
12 hospital coats. The money to buy 
the material for these garments was 
raised by the Junior Red Cross. 

-, Red Cross salvage work the 
children, during the last five months, 
have tarned in four tons of old pa- 
pers, half a ton of old shoes, 150 
tires, 15° pounds of tin fotl 
sacks, 1500 bottles, one ton of tron 
and 200 pounds of copper and brass. 
During the last six weeks the sal- 
vage workers made a drive in gun 
wipers. From old clothes and sacks 
and other material collected they 
have already made 1,100,000 gun 
wipers. In the shops the boys have 
made 2700 knitting needles which 
they have sold at 5 cents a pair. 
They have algo made 128 bread 
boards and other furniture, which 
off at the 
school, and they have manufactured 
numerous checker tables and other 
furniture which will be sent direct 
to the soldiers tn France. 

The pupils of the school have a 
War Savings Society ‘te 165 mem- 
bers, who have already purchas>d 
more than $1000 worth of Thrift 
Stamps. The boys’ cooking schoo! is 
under the direction of Fred Coman, 
who is constantly teaching the 
youngsters new recipes for wheat- 
less and meatiess dishes. Frank A. 
Bovelle, principal of the school, said 
that a great deal of splendid work 
has been done in regard to the mod- 
ification and revision of the various 
branches of study in order to make 

efe studies conform to the new 
deas and the new duties expected 
of every loyal American today. 

THE JEFFERSONIANS. 

And the pupils of the Jefferson 
High School? Well, there are 700 
of them. and every one is a member 
of the Junior Red Cross. Since the 
fret of November the knitters have 
turned tn 40 ewenaters, 48 pairs of 
wristiets, quilts and numerous 
pairs of socks. They have also made 
50 garments for the French orhpans 
and donated $55 to the Syrian Re- 
lief fund. The sewing class has made 
48 spreads, 48 surgical aprons, 
woolen dresses and 76 other gar- 
ments. The salvage @épartment has 
turned in $40 worth of material, 
while the boyve in the wood shop 
have their share by making and 
selling toys.

CHURCHES HELP, TOO. 

Nor should the churches be for- 
gotten in the praise that. belongs to 
Southeast Los Angeles, for its  re- 


markable showing in war work. 
Every church ts doing !ts own good 
part toward helping to win the war. 
Among the religious organizations 
that are doing splendid work are 
the Vincent Methodist Church, the 
Third Presbyterian Church, the Re- 
formed Presbyterian Church and 
the Naomi-avenue Christian Church. 
The Vincent Methodist congrega- 
tlon has a Red Cross auxiliary of 
about 100 members, who do excel- 
lent work under the direction of 
Mra. F. W. Keys. The members meet 
every Tuesday and are now making 
® epecialty of hospital garments. 
The Reformed Presbyterian Church 
has an auxiliary of fifty members, 
under the leadership of Mrs. A. N. 
Girard, Last month this organization 
turned out 810 surgical Cressing: 
twenty-four knitted garments and a 
number of bandages. 

Of the work his congregation is 
doing. Rev. J. E. Coombs, pastor of 
the Naomi-avenue Christian Church 
said: 

“Tl am sorry to say that there ts 
no Red Cross auxiliary itn my 
church, although most of the ind!- 
vidual members belong to an auxil- 
lary somewhere tn the city. My con- 
gregation is making a specailty of 
inetitutional work. year we fed 
thousands of persons, and gave out 
more than 800 garments to the 
needy. There are 80 many who are 
willing and anxious to take up 
the Red Cross work-—but ft may be 
that some of the churches are for- 
getting that there are many poor 
people at home to be cared for, and 
l am sure that this work is no less 
important than Red Cross work. In 
fact, it really chimes in with the 
Red Cross endeavors.

UR AMERICAN NAVY. 

Our navy doesn't figure often tn the 
headlines. It hasn't fought any big engage- 
Ments for the odd reason that German 
men-o’-war are largely ornamental. It hasn't 
led a brilliant raid on any submarine base, 
like the dashing British that flung them- 
selves into Zeebrugge and Ostend. No. The 
young officers and husky seamen, the keen- 
eyed gunners, and muscleribbed “black 
Sang” that feeds the fiery-mouthed fur- 
maces, the young ‘prentices and skylarking 
signal boys, lament that they aren't doing 
anything! 

Too bad, their lack of activity! They 
are only keeping the vieil of the seas, 
hounding U-boats from the depths of the 
ocean, keeping the patrol from Newfound. 
land to Cape Horn, convoying transports 
and waiting for the Huns to come out. and 
Oght. They don't figure in the headlines? 
No. But when you read of nearly a million 
American soldiers in France, look deeper 
into that report and see that our navy 
tucked them under its protecting arm and 
safely carried them across. Read of food, 
munitions, money and men crossing the 
water; but do not forget that Yankee biue- 
jackets convoyed them. Remember that 
when Germany talked of America “amount- 
ing to nothing” in this war she neglected 
to inquire into the strength, gallantry and 
readiness of the American navy. If Eng- 
land and France had needed to detach ships 
to guard our boys and supplies, German 
raiders would have had a fine time dashing 
in and out of the blockade thereby weak- 
ened; but instead of our needing naval help, 
we gave it When Admiral Sims first 
reached the English Isles with his fleet. the 
British Admiralty politely inquired how 
soon he would be ready to ficht. “Now'” 
said Sims, and the polite British Admiralty 
nearly fainted, for it had expected explana- 
tions and delays, excuses, repairs and put- 
terings; and out of sheer gratitude and joy 
it took the American navy to !ts traditional 
breast and has never ceased saying gener- 
ous things of our ships and men who have 
stood the tests and done the work becom- 
ing seamen. 

The whole of Europe was very much sur- 
prised at our ships and men. Our Allies are 
too polite to tell us what they did expect: 
but with engaging frankness they have 
acknowledged that they did not expect the 
dash and discipline and perpetual! readiness 
to fight. They did not expect a mechanical 
perfection in many respects superior to their 
own. They did not realize that an Amert- 
Can battleship is typically American, a ver- 
Mable “industrial center” able to do almost 
anything in the way of making equipment 
or repairs without limping into harbor. 

Gone, gone forever from our navy are the 
picturesque old ruffans of mighty oaths 
who swung boarding nets ani cutlassas. 
They were sadly lacking in the “finer sen- 
sibilities,” had a taste for strong rum and 
thought the epitome of sallorship was to 
stand on the main truck. Men of iron they 
were, In the days when ships were wood: 
and as the portals of heaven are not closed 
to gallant men, we may be sure that St. 
Peter never slammed the pearly gate in 
their faces. Between the Civil War and 
that of 1914 the last of “old” navy disap- 
peared and a new, a younger, a wholly 
diferent gen@ration swarmed over the cun 
Gecks. These youngsters are as fearless, as 
daring as the men that sailed with Farra- 
gut to Mobile Bay, as the sons of Hazard 
that went with Dewey to what all the 
prophets of Hong Kong sald was certain 
damnation. 

The ship's company of a modern man-0’- 
war are a crew of mechanical and scientific 
experts. Excepting the merest kids, ap- 
prentices, every man is a specialist or 
studying to become one. The navy main- 
tains an electrical school, an artificer 
school for shipwrights, carpenters, black- 
smiths, @ yeoman schoo) for stenographers 
and book-keepets, a commissary schoo! for 
cooks, stewards and bakers, a hospital 
training school, a musicians’ school, a ma- 


chinist school, a gunner school, a school for 


diving and torpedoes; and hundreds, thous- 
ands, of sailors take technical correspond- 
ence courses and are aided in instruction 
by officers, to say nothing of the general 
Classes held on board ship. All these 
schools are not thrown open to all comers. 
Some are open only to “second cruise” (re- 
enlisted) men with good records. Our navy 
specializes in brain. 

That is an intimation of what our navy 
is like today. Clean-bodied and studious, 
healthy and hard-working and God-fearing. 
The inventions ani courage of that navy 
have done much to sweep the U-boats from 
the ocean channels: and it has the remark- 
able record of safely convoying almost a 
million men some 3000 miles, together with 
food, munitions and supplies. 


HE RULE OF HATE. 

Prussian sportsmanship finds its most 
rapturous expression in the bombing of 4 
cathedral or a hospital. If the Hohenzol- 
lerp princes were to stumble upon the Holy 
Grail they would at once put it up as a cup 
not to be shot for, but at. Any sacre! 
relic, anything of great historical interest 
or architectural splendor, is the chosen tar- 
get of German guns. They destroy from 4 
trained passion for destruction. Their idea 
of a world is a vast desert with Germany 
the only oasis. 
that is not dowered by the Gerfian tongue 
There shall be no art that is not inspired 
from Potsdam. The Germans have come 
to love the conception of our word “ruth- 
lessness” and are proud of the fact that the 
world interprets it as embodying the Ger- 
man character. It is companion for that 
“efficiency” which is but German expedien- 
cy—is it for Prussian interests? 


The shelling of Amiens and her magnifi- — 


cent cathedral gives no military advantage. 
The Prussians accomplish nothing save the 
slaughter of some women, children and non- 
combatants, but there is a destruction of 
buildings and objects of priceless value to 
students of French and English art and lIit- 
erature, and this it is that gives zest to the 
German gunners. They would eagerly ob- 
literate all things that are held dear and 
sacred to'the rest of the world. 

God pity a land ruled by a race to whom 
ruthlessness is a creed and where vitriol 
runs instead of the milk of human kind- 
ness! Small wonder that nearly a score of 
nations have combined fn a spfrit of self- 
preservation against such monstrous and 
repellant powers.

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OODLING IN SAN FRANCISCO. 

San Francisco's Board of Supervisors 
is apparently running a close second to the 
forty fat commissions of the State admin- 
istration in wasting millions of tax money. 
The latest returns from San Francisco's an- 
nual budget were a total of $16,300,000, with 
a number of scattering departments yet to 
be reported. There was graft in the days of 
the old Ruef-Schmitz union labor admin- 
istration in San Francisco; but there is 
$10 wasted now for every dollar that was 
stolen then. It is no longer necessary to 
steal the city tax money; the Supervisors 
give it away. The total cost of municipal 
government fis about three times that when 
the old Ruef gang was in its glory. It is 
still a union labor administration; but the 
walking delegates are no longer petty lar- 
cenists. They have taken a page from the 
book of kultur of the Huns and, like them, 
have reduced plunder to a science. Schmitz 
and Ruef, by the way, are both back on the 
job. Schmitz ts a member of the Board of 
Supervisors and Ruef (admitted to parole 
while Senator Johnson was still Governor) 
is one of the men behind the political Huns. 


Here are a few comparative figures re- 
lating to expenditures of the city of San 
Francisco, collated by the San Francieco 
Chronicle. The annual expenditures of the 
city have jumped from $8,000,000 to $16, 
000,000 in eight years. There are now 8000 
municipal pay-roll patriots feeding at the 
public trough. The municipal pay roll has 
jumped from $4,000,000 to $12,000,000 in 
twelve years. The Board of Health now 
has more employees than the fire or police 
departments: ite annual appropriation ts 
nine times that of elght years ago. The per 
capita per cent. of population on the munic- 
ipal pay roll is about 20 per cent. higher 
in San Francisco than in any other munic- 
ipality in the United States. 


So notorious has the waste—if not worse 
—0of tax money in San Francisco become, 
that John Perrin, representing the Federal 
War Capital Issues Committee, has sent to 
the Supervisors an official communication 
warning them that they are assuming an 
attitude that may be regarded, “in effect 
pro-German in its indifference to the vital 
needs of the nation.” Mr. Perrin tells the 
Board of Supervisors further that “There 
cannot be two standards of patriotism, one 
standard for individuals calling for co-oper- 
ation in the national interests and sacrifice 
of life iteelf, and another standard for mu- 
nicipatities by which they proceed regard- 
less of conditions of war.” 

Commenting on the fearful waste of 
money in the San Francisco municipal gov- 
ernment the Chronicle observes editorially: 

There was once a popular belief that 
the per capita cost of administering the 
business affairs of the city would bear 
some relation to its growth In popuia- 
tion and the increase in the value of the 
property created by the industry and 
enterprise of its inhabitants, but the 
experience of San Francisco is going 
far to dissipate the idea. Any high 
school boy can sit down and with a 
slate and pencil figure out that this city 
‘fs paying out $3 per capita to be gov- 
erned as against $1 expended twenty 
years ago, when relatively better results 
were secured, and the owner of a bit of 
property can bear ample testimony ‘o 
the fact: that the valuation placed upon 

it by the Assessor bears absolutely no 
relation to its true value. Under the 
circumstances, it is not extravagantly 
pessimistic to say that city government 
as administered in San Francisco is a 
colossal failure, and that it is a disgrace- 
ful thing that its citizens should submit | 
to the indignity of being exploited in the 
interest of those who have no other 
concept of politics than that based on 
the assumption that the people owe 
them a living. 

San Francisco is governed under a mu- 
nicipal charter that the Utopists have held 
up as a model for other less énlightened 
communities to follow. Direct legislation 
is found there in fits entirety. The initia- 
tive, the referendum, the recall, the direct 
primary, nonpartisan nomination of all mu- 
nicipal officials, civil service, municipal 
operation of streetcar lines—each and 
every one of them jis a part of the charter 
of the mos¢ extravagantly governed munic- 
ipality in the United States. Visitors to 
San Francisco during the recent car strike 
discovered that the city has effected public 
ownership of its street car lines but has 
failed utterly to establish public ownership 
of its streets. About half these pass into 


the personal possession of coyote gangs of 


the labor unions just as soon as a strike 
is called, 

When the Huns made their first great 
rush on France in 1914 the Apache’ gangs 
of Paris came out of their warrens and 
died like heroes in the battle of the Marne, 
fighting for a country whose laws they had 
hitherto held in derision. They were 
Frenchmen and freemen by blood, despite 
their criminal youth; they lMved as rogues, 
but they died as men. With all their 
crimes they were superior to these political 
barbarians of San Francisco who have re- 
duced plunder to a science and who are 
so calloused to the calls of patriotism and 
democracy that they are wasting millions 
in riotous politica while the lives of thous- 
ands of the best blood of their own city are 
imperiled on the western front for lack of 
the supplies which those wasted millions 
represent. 


ISSLESS TOWN. 

There are several kissless communi- 
tles in our otherwise bountiful country. 
California has two or three of them—and 
doesn't need them for advertising purposes, 
either. As a matter of fact there is a ques- 
tion whether a kissless town is a good ad- 
vertisement for itself. The anti-kies ordl- 
mance is described as a war measure, and 
it surely is. No wonder they say war is 
hell. If there ts to be no kissing until after 
the war we don't care how quick ft is over 
with—we mean the war. 

Are our soldiers and sallors to go away 
unkissed? Are the girls of Riverside and 
Long Beach so beautiful or so susceptible 
that they must have legal protection from 
the ruthless lips of the invader? What is 
there about a kiss that stern measures 
should be devised for its repression? 

These and other questions arise with pro- 
voking insistence. The germ doctors de- 
pounced the kiss as unsanitary, but now 
there are other reasons and other crusad- 
ers arrayell against it. It seems that it 
spolls our warnors and at the same time 
tears down that chaste barrier of modesty 
which ts presumed to shield our maidens. 
But are our soldiers and our damsels to be 
impounded without a hearing? Are they to 
be denied the exhilarating appurtendnées 
of youth without recourse? WHll the wave 
of regulation never subside? Or fs ft part 
of the propaganda for war service? They 
say that the man in the trench may have 
his flagon of ale or claret and that the 
girls overseas are not miserly with their 
caresses. “Me for the trenches!” will be 
the cry that goes up from Young America 
in his eagerness to get away from the rez- 
wlators. 

So in a way the etiff-necked gentry who 
are making the kissless towns are helping 
their country. At least they are making 
the rising generation of males more eager 
for foreign service.

MAKING US OVER.

Many are the eloquent speeches 
made .upon Americanization. But 
when it comes right down to doing 
instead of talking, the delicate sur- 
gical operation of carving out ma- 
lign growths of old lurking alien al- 
legiances from the benighted for- 
eigner’s constitution, it appears to 
be intrusted dimost entirely to an 
ebullient band of amateurs who 
make up in zeal what they lack in 
knowledge. 

Actually, of course, the operation 
is a major one and calls for peculiar 
| delicacy of touch and infinite skill. 
A little bungling and the last stage 
of the patient may be worse than the 
first. 

But numerous Americanizers start 
out with the assumption that all 
foreigners are illiterate, semi-intel- 
ligent, benighted refugees from dark 
continents in the throes of auto- 
cratic tyranny, escaped serfs fleeing 
the crue! lash of slavery, whose only 
redeeming quajity was that spark of 
courage which inspired them to fly to 
America. I! shall never forget my 
own conflicting emotions when, three 
years ago, | became a naturalized 
citizen, having taken out my first 
papers two years before, and hav- 
ing lived in this country in law- 
abiding decorum for ten years. And 
as, out of 300 aspirants who passed 
through the ordeal with me, at least 
275 were quite as respectable and 
intelligent as mysel®*—in the case of 
many of the professional men, 
rather more so—I imagine I am 
voicing the emotions of the major- 
ity. Directly I had taken out my 
first papers I received a circular let- 
ter from Washington advising me to 
immediately attend the nicht schools 
that I might thereby equip my intel- 
ligence “to secure a better job.” I 
expect the 300 representatives of five 
first-class nations received the same 
missive. Now all of us had of ne- 
cessity been in this country five 
years and most of us had quite a 
passable education before we left 
our former homes, for. amazing as 
it may sound, most of the european 
nations have compdlery education. 

And we were becoming American 
) citizens from a deep sense of affec- 
tion for our adopted country, a 
thoughtfelly considered step tn the 
Vast majority of cases, AFTER we 
had made good here, established 
homes, possibly acquired property. 
My own special choice of America 
for my future allegiance was 
prompted because of the indubitable 
charms of my American friends and 
the amazing consideration I had re- 
ceived through a time of sorrow. 
Yet the government chose to assume 
that my reason was strictly commer- 
cial, that | was here because I had 
no chance of success in my own 
country, that my sopreme ambition 
must be “to secure a better job.” 
Now I should say that that motive 
could apply only to a small percent- 
age of us—just as Mercenary mar- 
riages are comparatively rare. 

And on “graduation” nicht we 
were submitted to pecullar indignity, 
for the ladies of a local civic center 
hed charge of the event, and their 
alr of patronizing benevolence was 
excruciating. The lady “chairman” 
harangued us on our wondrous good 
fortune in being admitted to citizen- 
ship in this enlightened country and 
trusted that we should benefit mor- 
ally by the few words the rescue 
worker was about to address to us. 
She trusted we should become good 
citizens and reminded us of the 
“gratitude” we owed the pompous 
professor for the trouble he had 
taken on our behalf. 

We were commanded to march in 
single file, with wives and children 
if any. across the platform-—such a 
delightfully discomfitted line of be- 
nighted foreianers. We were indl- 
vidually shaken by the hand py the 
rescue worker, the professor, two 
clergymen, and the civic center la- 
dies, who each delivered us a nice 
little homily on future morals and 
citizenship duties-——the sort of pat- 
ronizing encouragement one gives to 
discharged prisoners. Then we were 
all told to stand up and sing “Amer- 
ica” while the professor's wife 
waggled a finger at us to see that we 
kept the right tune and time 

And two days later | received a let- 
ter from a woman's committee of a 
patriotic séciety telling me that an 
American lady stood ready to visit 
me in my home and instruct me in 
high thinking and good housekeep- 
ing, and that I should be well advised 
to accept the educational benefits 
offered me that my children might 
not grow up to despise me! 

-Now I really don't want to belittle 
the activities of these dear people, 
but, loving the United States so 
much that I wanted to grapple it to 
my heart forever, it hurts me to see 
it presented to the enlightened for- 
eigner in such paltry light. Those 
methods of “Americanization” were 
certainly not suitable to more than 
a possible 2 per cent. of us. They 
were probably partially practicable 
in the case of the newly-arrived im- 
migrant of the obviously lower 
classes—but even an illiterate 
foreign mamma often proves happily 
efficient in child-rearing and good 
housekeeping. 

And there was something about 
the actual naturalization ceremony 
that chilled me. It is, You know, 
rather a tremendous thing to re- 
nounce allegiance to all one's old tra- 
ditions, one’s own country, one’s own 
blood. Few of us undertake it light- 
ly. It is as solemn as matrimony— 
‘for better, for worse, for richer, for 
poorer, in sickness or in health, till 
death do wus part,” and the oath is 
solemn, splendid, permeated with 
quite as much renunciation as ac- 
quisition. Yet after a perfunctory 
cross-examination in court, one is 
hustled to a dusty corner and a tired 
clerk, who gabbles through the oath 
with fearsome alacrity, we feverishly 
acquiesce and are bustied out—free 
and glorious citizens. After the su- 
preme emotions, the rather exalted 
sensations of what is to us a tre- 
menduous event, that finale seems 
farcical, ludicrous, cheap. I would 
like to see that naturalization cere-

THE TELEGRAM. 

The Yarrow telegram to Wash- 
ington officials reads, in part, as 
follows: 

“The ofl workers of California, in 
executive session, inetruct me to 
bee of you to be allowed to dem- 
onstrate that they can develop and 
operate government lands with the 
fullest efficiency and maximum pro- 
duction. As operations at present 
are conducted, many superintendents 
have negligible knowledge of the in- 
dustry. We are in possession of 
blacklists which have barred many 
of thé most competent drillers and 
other ofl workers, because of union 
affiliations, from the industry in 
which their service is so important 
at this times® 

“We also resent the condition 
that competent and practical work- 
ers are not represented on the Fuel 
Administration Board, as there are 
many who could serve the nation ex- 
celientiy in this capacity. In view 
of the sacrifices we are making and 
are still ready to further make, we 
feel as though this ought to be cor- 
rected.” 

SWINDELL’/s COMMENT. 

“Go far as ita opening statement 
ie concerned,” Mr. Swindell said,

VADE FRANCE, 


By Grace Kingsley. 
A number of motion-picture mak- 
ers will go to Europe immediately 
following the war, according to 


present plans. Discuasion has leng 
been under way, and now it f& un- | 
derstood that several of the largest | 
producing firms, including at least | 
three of Los Angeles, plan to send 
directors abroad. This is in ac- 
cordance with a statement made by 
Claude Petain, a French picture man 
who hag been in thig country for 
several years, and who hase lately 
been canvassing the subject. It is 
understood that French capital has 
been offered as an inducement te 
Amertean picture-makers who will 
produce Over there.
